SHOOTING WAS ACCIDENTAL. 


P. McGrath Exonerated from Blame for 
Death of Jae. Stoddart. 
Winnipeg, Oct. 5—The Coroner's jury 
found that James Stoddart came to his 
death by accidental shooting by P. Me- 
Grath, who was exonerated from blame. 
The evidencé showed that the party at 
Oak Lake went shooting early in the 
morning of October 1. One of the party, 
Campbell, loaded his gun and went out- 
side, but being too early returned and 
lnid down the gun without drawing the 
charge. MeGrath later picked ‘up the 
gun in error and was handling it when 
it discharged, fatally injuring Stoddart, 
who was seated nearby. The coroner ex- 
pressed opinion, that both Campbell and 

Mctirath were careless.

A MOTOR TOUR 
TO PIGEON LAKE 


Strathcona Aidermen Are Guests of 
Frank M. Gray, Promotor of 
Gravity Water Scheme. 


The aldermen of Strathcona with the 
city solicitor, the city engineer and oth- 
er prominent men, seated around a camp 
fire on the lonely shore of Pigeon Lake, 
thirty miles west of Wetaskiwin and 
eating their evening meal after the man- 
ner of the original vesidents. This was 
the unusual scene that presented itself 
on Monday night as the result of a visit 
arranged by Frank M. Gray, of Edmon- 
ton, promoter of the proposed gravity 


water supply for the Twin Cities. All 
around was inky darkness, which seem- 
ed more dense from the light of the 


burning wood. Across the lake five miles 
further to the west a forest fire shed a 
lurid glow over the horizon and gave 4 
picturesque beauty to the view. Nearby 
stood four motor cars with which the 
seventy mile run had been made from 
Strathcona. The journey back, the first 
few miles of which was over @ narrow, 
winding, stumpy road, used mostly by 
the fishermen, was a diffienlt one at 
night and was looked forward to with 
apprehension by the chaffeurs of whom 


e. M. Vardon, of Edmonton, was in 
charge. But the return journey was 
sefely made and all arrived home yee- 
terda¥ afternoon delighted with their 
outing. 


For several weeks Mr. Gray had been 
arranging the trip, which was similar to 
that made by Kdmonton aldermen sev- 
eral months ago. On that occasion, 
however, the party took the train to 
Wetaskiwin and drove the remainder 
of the distance. The promoter had at 
first intended taking both councils at 
the same time but was unable to secure 
sufficient livery teams at Wetaskiwin for 
the two boards. 

Start Monday Morning. 
On Monday morning the party pulled 


out of Strathcona for Wetaskiwin over 
the Calgary trail. It was made up as 
follows: Alds. Sheppard, Bush, Elliott, 


Richards, Lendrum, Donnan and Baalim 
Jas. M. Douglas, Liberal nominee for 
the Federal Parliament; Dr. Archibald, 
medical health officer; A. J. MelLean, 
city engineer; F, C. Jamieson, city so- 
licitor; H. CG. Clark, secretary-treasurer; 
J. H. MeDonald, editor of the Plain- 
dealer, and a representative of the Bul- 
letin. ‘Three of the motor cars were 
from the Vardon garage and the other 
two were from that of John 1. Mills. 
The intention was that the party 
should reach Strathcona on return early 


Monday night. Rut while Mr. Gray 
had made every possible arrangement 
for comfort and convenience, accidents 


to motor cars cannot be provided against 
and it was this that caused the delay. 

Zetween Strathcona and Wetaskiwin 
several tire punctures delayed the party 
and the end of the forty miles run was 
not made till nearly two o'clock. One 
of the cars broke down near the city 
and had to be wowed in. A second 
plunged through the railing over a 
bridge into an eight-foot ditch where it 
stood almost on end but neither machine 
nor occupants were injured. A start over 
the thirty miles to the West was made 
about three o'clock, The car from the 
Mills garage previously disabled, broke 
down again and had to be sent back 
after about ten miles had been covered 

Ali Praised the Water. 

Pigeon Lake was reached just at dusk 
shortly after six o'clock. As the beau- 
tiful expanse of clear, soft water more 
than 35 square miles in area broke upon 
the view expression of surprise were 
heard on all sides with reference to the 
great extent of the lake.

THIRTY KILLED IN 
MINE EXPLOSION 


Terrible Fate of Miners as Result 
of Explosion of Fire Damp in 
Extension Mine. 


Nanaimo, B.C., October 6.—Thirty 
men are now known to be dead as the 
result of an explosion in No. 2 mine 
at Extension. Up to last night eight 
bodies had been recovered and iden 
tified as follows: T. Thomas, J. Moli- 
neaux, Andrew Moffatt, A. Montague, 
Thomas O'Connell, W. Davidson, E. 
Dunn; one unidentified. The work 
of rescue still continues, but it is 
not expected any more bodies will 
be recovered before noon, as the 
portion of the mine where the explo- 
sion occurred badly wrecked, ine 
brattice work being torn down ahd 
the rescuers are very badly hampered 
by ges The majority of the men 
killed were old residents of the dia- 
trict and well known 

The explosion oceurred at nine 
o'clock yesterday morning. It ap: 
pears it was caused by fire damp, the 
timbers in two levels eatching at 
once The wives and relatives of 
the miners are naturally in a state 
of hyeteric grief, but none of the 
residents of Nanaimo are permitted 
to go to Extension, only the rereu 
ing miners and the officials being et 
the scene. A miner who reached 
Ladysmith at noon yesterday said he 
was leaving the mine with his father 
when a terrific explosion occurred,

He 
was working with sixteen men, im 
cluding five of the dead, on the first 
level, when they heard the noise of 
the explosion, followed by a great 
rush of air He dropped his pick 
and shouted “My God, she’s bast 
ed,” 

“We stood for a second in dark- 
ness,” continued Hislop, “the rush 
of wind putting out our lamps till 
some one came with a safety lamp, 
and fifteen of the seventeen of us, 
holding coat tails, hurried along. 
We were driven back by a great 
cloud of amoke, which flew in our 
faces, and we got a whiff of the after 
damp and knew we must go back. 
Into the counter level we went, but 
could not get through. The damp 
“drove us back We tried to clamber 
up into No. 10 stall, but were driven 
out In No. 3 counter level we 
left five men, Alexander MeKennan, 
Jack Ismaster, Wynn Steele, Fred 
Ingham and Bob White,

‘ANSWER TO PRESTON 
ON JAPANESE MISSIONS 


Rev. E. Scott, of Montreal Points to 
the Thousends of Converts as Evi- 
dence cf Results and in Refu- 
tation of Mr. Preston's Statement 
That Movement is Not a Success. 


Montreal, Oct. 5.—-Rev. Dr, E. Seot* 
a prominent missionary worker of 
this city, is strong in his denunet- 
ation the statement made by Mr. W. 
T. R. Preston, who recently returned 
from Japan, where he spent two 
years in an official capacity, in which 


he denounced the present mission- 
ary movement system, 

Mr. Preston claims that the eight 
hundred missionaries of the Western 
Piotestant world in Japan are far 
from spending their time in mus. 


sionary work, stating that they are 
inefficient; that they do not master 
the Japanese language; thet it is im- 
possible for them to touch the reh- 
gious life Of the nation; that Japan 
ean never be Christianized, except 
by those who have a thorough know- 
ledge of the lenguage; that the pre- 
sent missionary policy must end in 
nothing but disaster to the work in 
Jopen that he would withdraw fifty 
per cent of the foreign missionaries 
in two years and nearly all the rest 
within five years and expend = the 
money in securing the services ot 
cunest native evangelists. 

Mr. Scott claims that the eight 
hundred mentioned by Mr. Preston 
are sent forth by the miss‘onary 
boards of different churches, who na- 
tuurally sought for men whom ihey 
thought fit for the work, and thes» 
men must have been considered suit- 
able in ability and character or they 


would not have been sent. These 
mission boards examine carefully 
into the whole life and character, 


scholarship, ability and standing of 
the men whom they send._ It ig poa- 
sible that they make an ovedsional 
mistake, but it is not reasonable that 
there should be many such. 

Mr. Preston states, contipued Mr. 
Scott, that there are earnest Japan- 
ese who could be secured as evange- 
lists. How does it come that ther» 
are young men of this stamp ask: 
Mr, Scott, is it not all due to the 
work of the missionaries whom Mr 
Preston would withdraw and whom 
he says could never affect the religi-

AEROPLANES MENACE. 


NAVIES OF THE WORLD 


Sir Wm. Henry White in New York | 


Says Their Development Carrys 
Element of Danger to Established 
Navies—Points Out Weaknesses of 
Such Ships. 


New York, Oct, 4—“Wonder, splen- 
did, a remarkable tribute to American 
genius,” said Sir Wm. Henry White, 
K.C.B., former chief constructor of 
the British navy, when told at the 
Hote! Belmont this evening of Wilbur 
Wright's achievement in navigating 
his oeroplane irom Governor's Island 
to Grant's tomb and encircling the 
treat fleet of American and foreign 
warships now at anchor in Hudson 
river. Sir William Henry White has 
supervised the construction of not less 
than 250 of Great Britain’s most for- 
inidable men of war and is a recog- 
nized authority on all matters pertain- 
ing to the navy of his own country 
#3 ‘well as others. It interesting 
therefore to learn from this master 
craftsman is the art of buikding en- 
gines of war that the British admir- 
acty has already taken cognizance ‘of 
the possibility of airships of a hostile 
power hovering with sinister intent 
over its fleets. But Sir William jis of 
the opinion that many years must 
necesarily elapse before any of the 
great maritime nations of the world 
will have serious cause for worry on 
the score of dirigible aeroplanes. On 
this and other topics Sir William talk- 
ed interestingly to a reporter to- 
rght. 

Wright Brothers’ Modesty. 

“Lam sorry,” said Sir William, who 
is a portly, genial man, with ruddy 
complexion, clear grey eyes and a 
closely cropped beard, “that I was not 
afforded an opportunity of seeing Wil- 
bur Wright make this remarkable 
flight. There is one thing I, in eom- 
mon with most of my fellow country- 
men admire about the Wright broth- 
ers, and that is their modesty. If I 
recall right, one of the Wright broth- 
when asked if ‘the aeroplane 
would ever be as common as the bi- 
cycle replied: ‘Not in a million years.’ 
But I think the nations should be 
particularly disturbed as to the dan 
ger of such articles of propulsion to 
tps of war, 

“Do not misunderstand me, Wilbur 
Wright is one of the greatest masters 
of the art of flying in the world, ibut 
he has been here a week during which 
he has essayed oniy two flights, He 
says: ‘I can only fly when the weatlh- 
er is favorable,’ and then with ony 
oe man or two at the outside,

No Limit to Construction. 

Informed of the great interest taken 
by the American naval men and the 
public at large in His Majestys ship 
dnftlexible, and asked what is to b 
the lmmit in the construction of the 
tremendously yowerful and costly 
ships of the Dreadnought class, Si: 
William replied :— 

“Their construction is limited onty 
by the taxeble capacity of the coun- 


try concerned,” and intimated that 
the only country at present able to 
stund the terrific cost of ‘building 


batleships of the Dreadnought class 
are Great Britain and the United 
Svates, Germany, he pointed out, was 
building its Dreadnoughts on loaned 
money. 

“Tine building of this big costly ves- 
sel,” continued the baronet, “dates 
fiom the construction of the Dread 
nought in 1905. This was followed by 
the building of three cruisers of which 
the Imflexible is one. But the Dread 


nought is only 17,900 tons, carrying 
ten 12-ipch guns and the Inflexible is 
smaller. The Temeraire, which fol- 


lowed the Dreadnought is 18,600 tons; 


the Invincible, 19,250 tons asd the 
Neptune, which was launched a few 
days ago, is about 19,500 tons, But 


the Americans have beaten us at our 


own game and have built and are now 
building greater ships of war than 
those I have mentioned. The Dela- 


ware and the North Dakota, now ap- 
proachjng completion, one in the Fall 
river yard and the other at Newport 
Nows, are examples. The Delaware 
is 13,000 tons, and the North Dakota 
20,006 tons, so you see that both the 
American ships are bigger than the 
Inflexible, Then over in the Brooklyn 
navy yard you are building the Utah
